at the same ratio of increass as in the past ive
voars, every avaidable foot _of this immeunss
Btructure will be reguired jor Ha purpose: and it
i8 to be hoped, In view of this patent fact, that
before the olose of the next Uongress o bill will
passed to establish tbe Patent Office on sn
dAndependent basis, mmd that u proper building for

he Interior Depurtment will 1.«‘ authorized.
Filty thousand patents  have already beon
granted, to say nothing of the large number of
giected cases, Models are now rapidly acou
mulating, and, much sooner than many suppose,
the cases now fitted for their reception will be
filled. Either the exaction ol models must be
fspensed with, or more room will have to be
mppropriated lor their proper use,

Considerable surprise ins been expressed that
he Presldent should have g0 long neglected to
hppoint a suitable person to il the vacunoy in
e Board of Appeals, considering the groat
cumulntion of cases before that Soard.
